STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

Plague in Wellesley Province — Penang declared infected — Maritime 
quarantine to he enforced. 

Consul-General Michael, at Calcutta, reports, April 19, as follows: 
The Government of Bengal, under date of April 18, 1906, has 
informed this consulate-general that in consequence of the outbreak 
of plague in Wellesley Province, Straits Settlements, Penang has been 
declared an infected port, and the regulations for the prevention of the 
introduction of plague by sea, which are in force in the port of Bengal, 
will be enforced in the ports of Orissa.
